What to bring to the seminar 

If you think you might be interested in having a Living Trust 
prepared for you at the seminar, bring a copy of your current will 
and a copy of any deeds to real estate. 

What to consider before the seminar 

Normally you will be the trustee (manager) of your trust as long 
as you are able to do so. However, you should consider whom 
you will name as the person to manage your trust in the event of 
your incapacity or death. This would be the successor trustee. 
Options for this position will also be discussed at the seminar. 

You should also consider how you would like your assets 
distributed when your trust terminates. In other words, who are 
your beneficiaries and what would you like them to receive? 

If you would like to discuss tax considerations and potential 
probate costs, you should be prepared to discuss the approximate 
value of the assets in your estate. 

How long will it take to complete the trust? 

On the average it will take about two weeks to complete your trust 
and your complete package of estate planning documents.
